• DRAWN UP by the Constitu- 
tional Committee of the Student 
Council, a list of proppsed amend- 
ments was submitted at last Fri- 
day’s meeting by Jimmy Huddle- 
ston, Advocate. 

Th* amendments will be voted 
on by the Student Council at Its 
regular meeting March 23 'in 
Building K, two weeks following 
their proposal. They then must 
pass the approval of the Student 
Life Committee before final adop- 
tion. 

Included in the proposals ar* 
amendments giving the Council 
power to make all rules governing 
both Student Council and class 
elections to direct the orientation 
of freshmen. 

Another proposed amendment is 
that a list of all closed nights must 
be submitted by October i5 and 
published in The Hatchet. 

The famous unwritten six-year 
rule that no student shall be eligi- 
ble to hold office if he has a 
bachelor degree or its equivalent 
or has been a stydent at the Uni- 
versity for six years is one of the 
amendments to bring the Consti- 
tution up-to-date. 

Reason for the lateness of th* 
amendments was attributed to the 
fact that for a long time a copy 
of the Revised Constitution could 
not be located.

Irrespective of* the stimulus causing this decision, 
the same situation still exists in our language depart- 
ment — Americans teaching where natives would be 
much more effective. And nothing seems to have been

Admittedly, it may be slightly difficult to And qual- 
ified natives, but with a little concentrated effort, It 
should not be impossible, as Washington is overflow- 
ing with foreign language schools which seem to have 
surmounted this obstacle.

Another Evil 

• THE HISTORY OF CAMPUS POLITICS has never 
made a particularly pretty picture. In days not so far 
gone electioneering, ballyhoo, posters, campaign but- 
tons, armbands, public address systems and the like 
were considered all part of the game, and not much of 
an effort was made to prevent them. 

Along with these not-so-bad approaches to the 
problem of getting a candidate elected we had people 
voting more than once, outright coercion of votes and 
straight party votes by large sections of the student 
body with vested interests. 

Today, thanks to the effort of some good Student 
Councils and the Student Life Committee, most of 
these evils have disappeared. 

No longer can the candidate with sufficient funds, 
plaster the campus with posters and handbills to the 
disadvantage of hi* not-so-well-off opponent. No stu- 
dent can vote more than once, his activity card takes 
care of that. But one evil still exists. The unsuspecting 
student can still be buttonholed and talked intq voting 
a straight party ticket without the least knowledge of 
whom he is voting for. 

The straight party vote should be abolished. 

It can be done so, very effectively, by the adoption 
of a scheme we learned about In Dean West’s Poly Sci 
• class; the adoption of the “Australian Ballot.” 

The "Australian Ballot" system is a very simple 
one. Its most applicable feature to the coming Student 
Council elections is the fact that only the position and 
the candidates up for office appear on the ballot, noth- 
ing else. 

With the adoption of such a ballot no one could 
vote for the "little box In the upper right hand comer.” 
The voter would be casting his ballot for people and 
not parties. Could anything be better for representa- 
tive student government? 

The idea was tried out here at the University a few 
years ago. It was discontinued when it was found that 
only about two-thirds as many ballots were cast, than 
In previous years. 

But that very fact should substantiate our point. 
Its a well known fact that only a small minority of 
the student body are really concerned with student pol- 
itics. It has also been true in the past that election* 
have been won by the party with the members who 
could talk fastest and most persuasively, thus totaling 
the greatest number of party ballots. 

If the sole interest of everyone concerned is to see 
that the best qualified people get elected to the Student 
Council, then we can envision no objections to this 
step to place student politics on a higher plane.
